M. Landon of Kansas charged 
the Roosevelt administration

He deplored wasteful spending 
and deficits, with their increased 
burden of hidden taxes, and de 
clared, “The time has come 
when we must establish a sys- 
tem of simple, honest book- 
keeping.” 

“We must remember,” he said, 
“that every time the government 
spends a dollar, that dollar will 
have to be paid by our children.”’ 

The Republican Presidential can- 
didate reiterated his belief in direct 
taxes levied on the net incomes of 


fair share of the cost of govern- 
ment and letting him know what 
that share is. 

Taxes Hit Low Incomes. 

“In the year 1932, 59 cents out 
of every dollar collected by our fed- 
eral government was secured from 
direct taxes,’? said Gov. Landon. 
“The other 41 cents was collected 
from indirect and hidden taxes. 

“Four years later what ao we 
find? We find that 51 cents out of 
every dollar collected by the fed- 
eral government came from hidden 
taxes. In other words, the share of 
the cost of government falling main- 
ly on those with incomes of $25 a 
week or less has increased 25 per 
cent during the three years of the 
present administration. They are 
paying far more than their right- 
ful share of the cost of govern- 
ment.’’s

Plans are being matured for the 
establishment of an “Independent 
Bank” it is reported at this time, to 
replace the local branch of the 
American Trust Company, which is 
to be moved to Redwood City some- 
time within the next sixty days. 

Parties interested in the estab- 
lishment of an independent, or a 
locally owned and controlled bank, 
have been making a thorough in- 
vestigation of the situation, and an 
application for a charter has been 
secured from the State Banking 
Commission. It is stated on good 
authority that there is plenty of 
capital forthcoming for the organiz- 
ing of the local institution, and that 
the application may be filed any 
day now. 

It is pointed out by those that are 
interested in the establishment of 
an “Independent Bank”, that there 
are numerous advantages attached 
to an institution of this kind over 
the “Chain Banking Systems” such 
as the American Trust Company or 
the Bank of America, some of which 
are: 

The affairs of the bank will be 
administered by a board of direct- 
ors made up of local men with lo- 
cal interests at heart. 

The bank will be more in a posit- 
ion to loan money, and will be 
more liberal with their secured 
loans than with the present, or 
chain system. 

That as the banking institution 
grows, so will the community grow. 

Much interest is being evidenced 
in this movement, as it seems to be 
the consensus of opinion that a 
bank of this character is what is 
needed by Menlo Park. 

While regret is expressed on every 
hand that Mr. Earl Hook and Mr. 
Gray of the local institution are to 
leave Menlo Park when the bank is 
moved to Redwood City, as these 
two young men have made a host of 
friends by their kind and courte- 
ous manner, it is nexertheless, given 
as a nearly universal opinion that 
it is impossible and out of the 
question to go either to Redwood 
City or Palo Alto to do any bank- 
ing business.
